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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's argumenst with respect to claim 8 have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's 
arguments is on the ground that the reference the Examiner relies on, Watanabe fails to show the fluid tight shell because the resin 13 
only serves a mechanical function and the layer 5 is not a fluid tight shell and what to be claimed is "means for sealing the cooling circuit 
with respect to a rotor" while layer 5 is not situated between the the stator winding and rotor. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
Applicant because Figs. 1 and 4 clearly shows the shell (5 and 13) made of resin or plastic material and resin and plastic are waterproof 
material. Moreover, the claim does not require the fluid tight shell to be situated between the rotor and stator windings. Fig .1 clearly 
shows that the cooling circuit are sealed with respect to the rotor by cooling pipes 6 and even the fluid comes into contact with the 
windings, the fluid tight shell (5 and 13) is still between two part magnetic circuit. The Examiner interprets the windings as a part of the 
magnetic circuit because magnetic lines start from the windings and come back to the windings. For the reasons explained above, the 
rejection is still deemed proper. . 
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
